A new method of preserving meat is to 


cause the heart of the animal to pump 
bor icic acid into the tissue. For exam- 
ple, a sheep is stunned by a blow, and 
blond being withdrawn from the left jug- 
ular vein, a strong solution of boracic 
acid, kept at blood heat, is injected. The 
heart of the still living animal quickly 
pumps the antiseptic fluid into all parts 
of the body, and the sheep is then killed 
by the butcher in the usual way. The 
cost is slight, and the meat thus treated 
will keep several weeks in the heat of 
summer. 


I>r. Schweinfurth has succeeded in 


freshening and preserving many of the 
leaves and flowers from garlands found 
on the breasts of mummies discovered 
last year at Deir el Bahari. A small her- 
barium is thus formed from plants which 
grew some thirty-five centuries ago. A 
number of the species have been identi- 
fied with those now found in the east. 


A new geyier has been discovered near 


St. Etienne, France. A vein of hot water 
was tapped at a depth of 5,000 feet, and 
the result is an intermittent 
fountain 


throwing a stream to a height of nearly 
100 feet above the surface of the earth. 


M. Blavier attributes

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The liquor men of Ohio appear to have 


entered upon a war of extermination 
against every man and every interest that 
opp poses free whiskey. Their latest 
point of attack is the Cincinnati South- 
ern Railroad, and their grievance is that 
the president, the Hon. Theodore Cook, 
favored the Sunday Closing bill which the 
Legislature passed at its recent session.

A LITTLE BOY'S COOLNESS.—The suit 


of William O'Connor against tlio Hoaton 
& Lowell Railroad at Lawrence has re- 
sulted in a verdict for the plaintiff in 
$10,000, one-half the amount sued for. 
This suit grew out of an accident which 
occurred August 27, 1880. The plaintiff 
was the father of a child then between 5 
and 6 years old. He and bis brother, 
three years older, were crossing a private 
way maintained by the railroad for the 
Essex Company, and the younger boy, 
while walking backward, stepped between 
the rail and planking of the roadway in- 
side and was unable to extricate his foot. 
At that moment tbe whistle of a train 
was heard within a few hundred feet and 
out of sight around a curve, and it ap- 
peared from the evidence that the older 
brother, finding himself unable to relieve 
his brother, ran down the track toward 
the train; but finding that he could not 
attract the attention of the train men to 
his brother's condition and that he must 
be run over, ran back to him, and, telling 
him to lie down, pulled him outward and 
down and held him there until tbe train 
had passed. Both feet of the little boy were 
cut off or mangled so that amputation 
was necessary. 
The theory of the de- 


fence was that the boy wa's not caught, 
but while running across the track, fell 
and was run over. 
But the testimony of 


the older brother was unshaken in every 
particular. 
It would be difficult to match 


the nerve, thoughtfulness, and disregard 
of self displayed by this boy, who at that 
time was less tl.an 9 years old.—Boston 
Herald.

A NEW IKDU8TBY ADVOCATED. 


A specimen of the sort of silk that can 


be raised, reeled, and manufactured in 
this country was shown at Philadelphia 
on Tuesday. 'A piece of brocaded s'ltin, 
intended as a present to Mrs. Garfield, 
was there exhibited at a meeting of the 
Women's Silk Culture Association. FiRy 
pounds of 
cocoons, making fourteen 


pounds of reel silk, and contributed from 
fourteen different States, had been used 
in the manufacture of the material. The 
American silk the members of the asso- 
ciation declared to be at least equal to 
that raised and reeled in Italy, if, indeed, 
it was not superior to the Italian ariicle. 


This display of what has been actual'y 


accomplished bore in the way of silU cul- 
ture, to whose encouragement and devel- 
opment the association named devotes it- 
self, was very interesting, and may lead 
to important results. 
If silks as good as 


the Italian can be profitably raised here 
in quantities sufficient to supply raw ma- 
terial for the domestic silk manufactures, 
a great addition will be made to the pro- 
ductive wealth of the country, and a ne\y 
and very important resource will be fur- 
nished to farmers and gardeners. 


We consume in the United States 


every year about eighty-five million dol- 
lars' worth of silk goods, importing about 
thirty-five millions, and producing at 
:iome about fifty millions. The silk in- 
dustry has advanced with rapid strides.' 
Ten or fifteen years ago it was of only 
small proportions. Now it is the third 


real industry of the textile cla*s, cotton 
nanufactures amounting to a valuo of 
1225,000,000 annually, woollen and wool- 
en mixed to $300,000,000, and silk 
;oods, as we have said, to about §50,- 
)00,000. We raise the raw cotton and 
jroduce the wool chiefly, but all except a 
rery insignificant part of the raw silk is 
imported. 
We send abroad annually for 


nearly three million pounds of reeled 
silk, and one million pounds of spuu and 
waste silk. 


Before the Revolutionary war, silk was 


raised in this country to a considerable 
extent for that period ; and tlie industry 
vas kept alive afterward. In 1844 the 
amount produced was large, but the loss 
and disappointment which followed the 
;reat mulberry excitement of forty years 
ago, when hundreds of people went into 
be raising of mulberry trees for the feed- 
ng of the silk worms, gave a blow to the 
msiuess from which it has never rccov- 
:red. At that time there was a wild 
peculation in the mulberry trees, and 
isions of fortune rose before those en- 
;aged in it. 
The expected demand, how- 


ver, did not come, and instead of gain 
here was widespread loss 


But it was proved long before the exhi- 


)ition of the silk made for Mrs. Uarlield 
hat our climate is well adapted for silk 
ulture, and tbe association which has 
een meeting at Philadelphia was organ- 
zed to give the industry a new start, fs- 
ecially because it would afford a suita- 
ble, congenial, and profitable employ- 
nent for women.

He found by the 
id of the microscope that in many de- 
criptions of silk goods sold in this coun- 
ry, chiefly those imported, silk of a very 
nferior fibre bad been introduced 
Of

eclared that those reeled at Philadcl- 
hia were the best. All the tests he 
ould apply justified the assertion, so that 
c wua icadj tu "j;uaiaiitoo that tvlioti tlio 
ame number of fibres are reeled from the 
ocoon in the raw silk reeled here, tak- 
ng an average of the specimens, the fab- 
ic ultimately produced will weigh heav-

Tin-si1 have tiie ijiji • n u. .j i f m oval ball 
of cotton-wool us l u ^ c .is t.ie t.iu fists of 
a mun, and they seem as if suspended 
from the branches; each nest contains 
from 100 to 150, and even more, of these 
caterpillars, aud at a certain season of the 
year they quit the nest, and travel con- 
siderable distances. 
Like other cater- 


pillars, they go through the grub, chrysa- 
lis, and moth phases, and as they produce 
large quantities of eggs, it is of no small 
importance to the agriculturist to destroy 
them under whatever form they can be 
found.

phia. At the commemorative meeting in 
Philadelphia, Colonel Parker, the organ- 
izer of the Quincy system, gave an inter- 
esting addiess on the Froebcl principles 
of education. 
He declared that the fault 


that Froebel saw in the schools of his 
day—the i-ramming of the susceptible 
mind with words, not ideas—wasapparent 
in tho American public schools of this 
generation. Although'advancement has 
been madi- in the method and appliances 
for teaching older pupils, those of tender 
yean are still slaves to the old ideas. 
Their minds are chained to books, and 
from the very first day they enter school 
they are forced to learn abstract ideas 
which tend to deaden tho brightness of 
their minds. 
Colonel Parker asserted 


that the little ones learned in spite of the 
task set them by the teachers and not in 
consequence of it. 
Ho expressed himself 


strongly in condemnation of teachers de- 
veloping that which is precocious in the 
child. 
Rather their efforts should be to- 


ward that which is weak. The best in- 
centives to mental growth are found in 
what is most practical in lifa, it was as- 
serted, and the practice of making per- 
centages arbitrarily, and demanding that 
pupili should reach a certain standard or 
be disgraced, was, therefore, condemned 
by the speaker. He believed it was pos- 
sible to make the child love its work.
